Genera, June 10. — Ivan De Justh, 


a Hungarian journalist, forced his 
way. Into a secret session of the 
Hungarian 
Commission 
to 
the 


League of Nations today and 
un- 


ceremoniously struck Count Bethlen, 
head of the commission and 
Hun- 


garian premier, a blow in the face. 


The journalist was arrested Imme- 


diately. 


"For five years Count Bethlen has 


martyrized the Hungarian people," 
Justh said. 


Count Bethlen caused surprise 


yesterday when he appeared at the 
league secretariat accompanied by an 
armed guard of six Swiss federal 
officials. 
Two watched 
the en- 


trances, two guarded the halls, while 
two accompanied the premier. 


This was the first time an official 


attending a league meeting 
had 


asked for Swiss police protection. 
It is understood that Bethlen had re- 
ceived letters threatening him with 
personal attack. 


"I want to punish County Beth- 


len and attract the attention of the 
world to hie tyrannical regime in 
Hungary." the journalist told cor- 
respondent*.

New York In the Continental Con- 
gress at Philadelphia did not vote 
for the Declaration of Independence 
on July 4. 1776. With possibly one 
exception, namely, John AIsop. they 
were personally eager to join 'the 
other twelve colonies In separating 
from the mother land. Instruction! 
from the third New York Provincial 
Congress, however, directed them on 
June llth to refrain from voting for 
Independence until the wishes of the 
freeholders and electors of the col- 
ony could be determined. 
Conse- 


quently on this same day, the Pro- 
vincial Congress unanimously order- 
ed the election of a new congress In- 
structed by the people "of their sen- 
timents relative to the great ques- 
tion of independence.' 
This action 


shows that the political leaders 
of 


New York were focusing their minds 
on the momentous issue. 


"On July 2d the New York dele- 


gates at Philadelphia wrote to the 
New York Congress that there was 
little doubt of the passage of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, and begged 
to know what they should do 'after 
this event took place.' 
They com- 


plained that their 
'situation was 


singular and delicate.' 
This inter- 


esting letter reached the province of 
New York after the third Provincial 
Congress bad adjourned (Jane 30th) 
and was delivered to the newly elect- 
ed body. 


Political Sentiment Divided. 


"Sentiment In New York was 


sharply divided on the question of 
Independence. The ardent Sons of 
Liberty and the Mechanics' Union 
had been clamoring for it for several 
months. 
The appearance ot Tom 


Palne's 'Common Sense* and other 
Whig pamphlets converted thous- 
ands to the conviction that the time 
was ripe for such a step. Young men 
like Alexander Hamilton. John Jay. 
Ltouverneur Morris, and older lead- 
ers like Alexander McDoogall. Phil- 
ip Schuyler. Nicholas Herklmer. and 
George Clinton carried a majority of 
the people of the province with them 
for the severance of all political ties 
with the mother country. 
At the 


same time. U must be remembered, 
the Loyalists bitterly opposed Inde- 
pendence. They formed a powerful 
party numerically and among tnem 
were many of the most Influential 
persons In the province. 


"In the election of a new Con- 


gress to vote on Independence New 
York was confronted by the great- 
est crisis in its history. Despite the 
activity of the Loyalists, the cham- 
pions of independence won an over- 
whelming victory. Most of the old 
deputies were returned and nearly 
all the new members were prepared 
for separation.

There was a decided war spirit via- 


ble in the second Continental Con- 
gress, which assembled in Philadel- 
phia, May 10, 1775, yet it was cau- 
.ious and prudent. 


On the very day that Congress or- 


ganized Captain Ethan Allen and his 
"Green Mountain Boys" surprised the 
British garrison at Fort Ticonderoga. 
immediately alter this e.\ploit became 
known Congress was urged 10 author- 
ize the invasion and seizure ot 
Canada. 


In June, 1774, the Quebec Act 


passed by the British Parliament 
went into operation. 
This act ex- 


tended the bounds oi" the province 
from Labrador to the Mississippi and 
trow the Ohio to the watershed ot 
Hudson Bay. 


But 
the members of Congress 


hoped to gain even a greater victory 
by 
making the 
Canadians 
their 


friends and allies. To this cud ihey 
sent an address to them, prepared by 
John Jay. It appealed to iheir pride, 
their anection tor Frauce, their cour- 
age, and the regard tor their common 
welfare. 


Congress resolved, June 1. 1775, 


"that no expedition or incursion 
ought to be undertaken or made by 
any colony or body of colonists 
against or into Canada." The Provin- 
cial Congress of Mew York had al- 
ready expressly disclaimed any inten- 
tion to make war on Canada. 


The J Canadians, as Frenchmen, 


feared the haughty rule of the Brit- 
ish, and the Protestant portion oi 
them cherished the exclusive rule of 
Protestants; but as Congress offered 
them no hope of a union for inde- 
pendence, or a promise of institutions 
of their own, nor any adequate mot- 
ive for ruing, they were unmoved by 
address.

1775, came the proclamation of Gen- 
eral Thomas Gage, the commander- 
in-chlef of the British forces in 
America, that all Americans in arms 
were rebels and traitors, but prom- 
ised pardon to all on submission, ex- 
cepting Samuel Adams and John Han- 
cock.

vestigations Into social problems af- 
fecting the welfare of women. _>re- 
•Ided over tl e Geneva exposition, 
which was devoted to showing what 
Geneva women are achieving in prac- 
tical production, and was foremost IB 
Insisting that two woinen should W 
appointed as assistant police officials 
at Geneva.

tndwlg Spohr, famous violinist,
